Love You" e-mail virus had 
apparently reached enough peo- 
ple by-the.bcginning-of Idalio’s - 
w orkda y to minimize the damage 
anBl^ producti^ty. 

The virus had infected major 
corporate and government e-mail 
servers around the world 
Thursday. 'Many Magic Valley 
businesses, local and state gov- 
ernment agendcs and school dis- 
tricts were forced to shur down - 
their e-mail systems to avoid scri- 
ous'damage to their computer 
systems. 

At leaivt one wasn’t successful. 

The Jerome School District 
suffered damage to some of its 
permanent files before staffers 
realized what had happened.

Blood pressure i.s measured ns 
two values. Systolic, the first or 
top number, is the pressure 
inside arteries when the heart 
beats. Diastolic, the la.st number, 
is the pressure between beats 
when the heart relaxes. 

Ideal blood pressure is 120 
over 80, or lower. 

High blood pressure is above 
140 o\-cr 90.

Educators 
evaluate . 
test results

TWIN FALLS - Twin Falls^sni- 
dents scored at or slightly above 
average on statewide math and 
writing tests, but the local and 
statewide results show students 
need more preparation for tests 
that require ap^ed skills. 

Fourth-, eighth- and 11th- 
graders take the state Direct 
Writing Assessment. Student 
essays are evaluated for content, 
organization, style and mechan- 
ics. Fourth- and eighth-graders 
take the state Direct Math 
Assessment that evaluates stu- 
dents’ basic math and problem- 
solving skills. 

They are different types of 
assessments than the standard- 
ized Iowa Tests of Basic Skills 
that Idaho students take in the 
fall. Twin Falls students in many 
cases scored well above average 
on the standardized basic skills 
tests. 

The fall standardized tests ore 
multiple choice and require stu- 
denu to recall memorized infor- 
mation, but the state math and 
writing tests ask students to 
apply their knowledge, said 
Terrell Donicht, superintendent 
of the Twin Falls School District. 
Comparing results from the two 
kinds of tests shows that the dis- 
trict’s snidcnts perform^' better 
on multiple-choice questions than 
on written application and prob- 
lem-solving skills. 

“We'll need to focus on those 
particular skills,” he said. 

The results show that 88.5 per- 
cent of Twin Falls’ llth-gradcrs 
meet or exceed grade .level 
expeaations in writing, Donicht 
said. And he said it’s nice to sec 
district results that show Twin 
Falls students are performing as 
well or dightly better thati stu- ’ 
denta acroaa Idaho.

When he’s not Idlling, Patrick'’s 
into sex. Which is curious, 
because he doesn’t seem to be 
enjoying himself. He's having an 
affair vdth a colleague's fiancee 


(Samantha Mathis), bbt his satis- 
niedon is'less physical than psy- 
,'chological (he gives himself 
points for cudcolding a co-work- 
. er). In fact, for Patrick sex is an 
exercise in narcissism.- he 
spends most of the act admiring 
himself in a wall-sized mirror. 

The only emotions that nutter 


to our naughty boy ore his own, 
and the really interesting thing 
about the screenplay by Harron 
and Guinevere Turner (who also 
plays a small role) is the way 
Patrick ping-pongs between the 
extremes of smug confidence 
and a gnawing fear of discovery. 

In 0 wonderfully successful 
digression from Ellis* book. 
Harron and Turner have Patrick 
first calm his intended victims 
by playing pop music on the 
stereo and dwvering breathless, 
rambling dissertations on the 
hidden meanings in Phil Collins 
and Huey Lewis tunes; he con- 
tinues to give his lecture even 
after the unfortunate subject 
has been dispatched with a fire- 
man’s ox, noil gun, knife or other 
handy household implement! 
(like most.of the film, the mur- 
ders are depicted with a subtle 
exaggeration that distances us 
and makes them strangely palat- 
able.) 

Mudi'of the film's bleak 'humor 
derives from the fact that despite 
his many crimes, Patrick literally 


can’t get arrested. He verbally 
assaults his laundress for her 
failure to get his sheets clean, 
but the woman dcwisn't comment 
on what is obviously a massive 
blood stain. Hc|hauls a dead 
body to his car; hc'.s intercepted 
by an acquaintance who is inter- 
ested only in the designer bag, 
ignoring the dearly human form 
inside it. Even a hysterical con- 
fession to his attorney's answer- 
ing machine is dismissed as a 
clever practical joke. 

But what makes Hamm's film 
really salisf>ing (it was hinted at 
in Ellis' novel but never well 
articulated) is its savage politi- 
cal and sodal commentary. It’s 
no accident that in one scene 
Patrick and his buds watch a 
Ronald Reagan speech on u bar- 
room television. It's obvious 
enough to Harron that .the 
Gipper set the tone for the mind- 
less rapaciousness of that 
dccadi ; Reagan's apparent 
absence of an inner life is mir- 
rored in Patrick’s outward 
charm and empty interior.

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First black jockey in 79 years suits up for Derby

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 
Marlon St. Julicn was awakened 
from a nap by a phone call that 
lasted only a few minutes but 
spanned 79 years of Kentucky 
Derby history. 

The caller, a reporter, 
informed him thot he will be the 
first black jockey since 1921 to 
ride in the world’s most famous 
horse race, which will be held on 
Saturday. 

“1 ju.st want to be considered os 
one of.ihe best riders in the coun- 
try. whether black, white, purple, 
blue or brown," he said Thurs^y 
while resting between races in 
the Churchill Downs jockeys’ 
room. “1 also want to leave (he 
game with a lot of respect and 
say I accomplished a lot in my 
career.” 

St. Julien will ride Curulc, a SO- 
. to-1 long shot who earned a spot 
in the 19-hor$e field Wednesday 
when another horse, Harlan 
Traveler, pulled out. The horse is 
owned by Godolphin Racing, 
which represents two sheiks who 
are members of Dubai’s ruling 
family. 

“I get the chills watching it on 
TV, so ril get a lot more goose- 
bumps conmig out there,” the 26- 
ycar-old St. Jidlen said. “Pm sure 
itTl be a feeling of a lifetime.” 

St. Julien, from Lafayette, La., 
became interested in racing 
through three uncles who had 
horses when he was young. Five- - 
foot-4 and 111 pounds, he rode in 


his first race at 17 ond won for 
the first time in 1989. 

The only discouragement St. 
Julien said he heard was from 
other blacks in his hometown. 
They told him he would never 
succeed in the predominantly 
white sport. 

‘T proved them all wrong," he 
sold. 

Black jockeys dominated the 
early years of the Kentucky 
Derby. Thirteen of the IS riders 
in (he first Derby in 1875 were 
black, and blacks won 15 of the 
Derby’s first 28 runnings. 

Isaac Murphy was the most 


cessfu], becoming the first to win 
three Derbies and the first to win 
in consecutive years (1884, 1890 
and 1891). 

James Winkficld was the lost 
black jockey to win the Derby, 
riding consecutive champions in 
1901-02. The last black jockey in 
the race, Henry King, finished 
10th aboard 81-to-l long shot 
Planet. 

By the early 1900s. the pres- 
ence of black riders and trainers 
in (he Derby began decreasing, 
largely because of resentment 
from the white nidiu conununlty 
and the migration of blacks from 


Southern farms to Northern 
ddes. 

Nowadays, there aren’t many 
black exerdse riders - the usual 
route to becoming a jockey. 

“His funuo should be unlimit- 
ed,” said Cot Campbell, coowner 
of Derby horses Impeachment 
and TrippL "He has aU the ingre- 
diems ond doesn’t seem to have a 
problem with weight He’s a fine I 
rider. He’s riding with great con- j 
fidence."
